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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants election with traverse of the species of figures 4 as represented by 
claims 1-17 and 21-25 in the reply filed on 1/21/2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is 
on the ground(s) that figures 1-6 do not represent patentably distinct species. This is 
not found persuasive because as disclosed by the applicant's own specification, page 

1 2, lines 7-1 1 , figure 3 discloses a method of representing MPEG data in memory into a 
tiled memory structure as one embodiment of the present invention and page 15, line 22 
- page 16, line 8, in conjunction with figure 4, discloses as another embodiment of 
different method of storing different types of image data in different memory tiles. Since 
it is clearly stated that there are two distinct inventions, the requirement is still deemed 
proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 10-12 and 25 which recite the same limitations as non-elected claims 18- 
20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being 
drawn to a nonelected species of figure 4, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed 
on 1/21/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9, 13-17, 21-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The various prior 
arts of record fail to anticipate or render obviousness a method for storing image data in 
a multi-plane tiled-surrface format, wherein the image data is stored in a first plane and 
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a second plane, the first plane represented by a first set of tiles and the second plane 
represented by a second set of tiles, wherein a first portion of image data stored in the 
first plane has a first image data type, and a second portion of image data stored in the 
second plane has a second image data type, each plane of the multi-plane tiled-surface 
format being a logical arrangement of tiles representing a plurality of memory pages 
within memory banks, the tiles arranged such that memory pages of data for sequential 
retrieval are implemented in different memory banks; and accessing the data in the first 
plane from top to bottom and the data in the second plane from bottom to top as 
specified in claims 1, 5, 13 and 21.
